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THE APOCBYPHA 

These Books form part of the sacred literature of the Alexandrian 
Jews, and with the exception of the Second Book of Esdras are 
found interspersed with the Hebrew Scriptui'es in the ancient 
copies of the Septuagint, or Greek Version of the Old Testament. 
They are the product of the era subsequent to the Captivity ; 
having their origin partly in Babylonia, partly in Palestine and 
Egypt and perhaps other countries. Most of them belong to the 
last three centuries b.o., when prophecy, oracles, and direct reve- 
lation had ceased. Some of them form an historical link between 
the Old and New Testament, others have a linguistic value in 
connexion with the Hellenistic phraseology of the latter. The 
narratives of the Apocrypha are partly historical records, and 
partly allegorical. The religious poetry is to a large extent a para- 
phrase upon the Poetical and Pro))hetical Books of the Hebrew 
Canon. In the paraphrases upon the latter there is often a near 
approach to New Testament teaching, especially upon God’s care 
for the heathen world. 

As to their Canonical Authority, Josephus seems to reject it as 
a whole, bub appears from his use of 1 ISsdras rather than our 
Canonical Eisra to have accepted the authenticity of at least that 
work. The early Christians differed in opinion respecting them, 
but received them as part of the sacred literature of Israel. 
Several of the books of the Apocrypha were more generally 
accepted than the disputed books of the New Testament Canon. 
Melito {cir, 170), referring to the Hebrew Canon, separated tliem 
from the authoritative and Divine records ; while Origen {cir. 230), 
following the LXX, included in Daniel (and so among the Canoni* 
cal Books) the history of Susanna ; and speaks ambiguously about 
the Books of the Maccabees. Jerome, a century later, called them 
‘apocryphal’ (hidden, secret, and so of uncertain origin and 
authority), affirming (when speaking of Wisdom and EccleHiastious) 
that ‘the Church doth read them for example of life and instruction 
of manners ; but yet doth it not apply them to establish any doc- 
trine'. In the Western Church they gradually rose in esteem, 
until the Council of Trent affirmed the canonicity of the greater 
part ; but they are treated by the more critlcal’ Eoman divines as 
^deutero^caaonicalb thus making some distinction between them 
an4 the books of the Hebrew Canon.

T he remembrance of Josias 
is like the composition of 
the. perfume that is made by 
the art of the apothecary : it is 
sweet as honey in all months, 
and as niusick at a banquet of 
wine. 

2 He behaved himself upright- 
ly in the conversion of the peo- 
ple, and took away the abo- 
minations of iniquity. 

3 He directed his heart unto 
the Lord, and in the time of the 
ungodly he established the wor- 
ship of God. 

4 All, except David and Eze- 
kias and Josias, were defective: 
for they forsook the law of the 
most High, even the kings of 
Juda failed. 

5 Therefore he gave their 
power unto others, and their 
glory to a strange nation. 

6 They burnt the chosen city 
of the sanctuary, and made the 
streets desolate, according to 
the prophecy of Jeremias. 

7 For they entreated him 
evil, who nevertheless was a 
prophet, sanctified in his mo- 
ther's womb, that he might 
root out, and afflict, and de- 
stroy ; and that he might build 
up also, and plant.

T his is the hook of the 
coimnandments of God, 
and the law that endureth for 
ever: all they that keep it 
shall come to life; but such 
as leave it shall die, 
u Turn thee, O Jacob, and 
take hold of it: walk in the 
presence of the light thereof, 
that thou mayest be illumi- 
nated.

J HB., Mug Astyages was 
t gatliered to bis fathers, 
and Cyrtis of Persia received 
Ms kingdom. .

27 So when they had gathered 
their armour together, and 
spoiled their enemies, they oc- 
cupied themselves about the 
sabbath, yielding exceeding 
praise and thanks to the Lord, 
who had preserved them unto 
that day, which was the be- 
giiming of mercy distilling up- 
on them. 

28 And after the sabbath, 
when they had given part of 
the spoils to the maimed, and 
the widows, and orphans, the 
residue they divided among 
themselves and their servants. 

29 When this was done, and 
they had made a common sup- 
plication, they besought the 
merciful Lord to be reconciled 
with his servants for ever.
